SECRET PRAYER TO THE 
ONE WHO PRAYS 





R. P. Johnson 


Sermon preached at the Auditorium, 
Cleveland, Tenn., Jan. 10, 1932. 

“But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret; and thy Father 
which seeth in secret shall reward 
thee openly,” Matt, 6:6. My reason for 
using the above text is, Jesus, Himself, 
said for us to pray in secret, and in 
reading, studying, pondering and medi- 
tating on secret prayer and its useful- 
ness and blessing to me, I made some 
discoveries which I could have made 
in no other way, discoveries that I be- 
lieve will be a great blessing to all who 
may read and then obey. 

In this discourse it is my intention 
to show the usefulness and blessing of 
secret prayer by its influence on the 
one who prays. But before I proceed 
to the direct discussion of this sub- 
ject, it would be well for us _ to see 
that the personal concerns of each 
and every individual are proper ob- 
jects of SECRET PRAYER. The rea- 
son for secret prayer is, that we have 
many interests which are only per- 
sonal and are of such a nature that 
you nor I could afford to make then 
known to our fellow creatures. Often 
they are such as we would not reveal 
to any human being whatever, for if 
revealing them did not directly in- 
jure us, they are so delicate that such 
revealing would be very embarrassing 
and many times would distress us. 

In many instances where our per- 
sonal problems or concerns are par- 
tially known we are still unable to 
disclose them entirely and with free- 
dom, which is necessary to the per- 
formance of this duty. Therefore, God 
has graciously offered to meet us 1 
what He calls “your closet,” and 
strange as it may seem, we may use 
a freedom in our intercourse with Him 
that we could with no other being, for 
we know that He is already acquaint- 
ed with whatever we have done, or ex- 
perienced, or suffered, either in mind, 
heart, or spirit. We know that He is 
impartial, we know that He will not 
treat us cold or unkind, we can rejoice 
in that He isn’t prejudiced, it’s a great 
relief to know that He will not treat 
us with contempt. We know that He 
will hear us, and will not betray us, 
and matters not how guilty we are nor 
how unworthy we have been, He will 
regarc us, if we are sincere and pen)- 
tent, with kindness and mercy, so ber 
approach Him with a freedom an 
with confidence. Besides, God is near- 
er to us than any man can be to an- 
other, and if we are willing to choose 
Him as our confidential bosom friend, 
He is the nearest, the most affection- 
ate, the most attentive of all friends. 
With Him, therefore, a communion 
can and does exist, which does not and 
cannot exist between us and any other 
being. So we can g0 to our closet 
with every concern and every problem, 
and not only have freedom but ferv- 
ency in secret prayer that we could 
have in no other way. With these 
thoughts before us we can already see 
some of the usefulness and experience 
a blessing in secret prayer. 

Let us observe that the usefulness and 
blessing of secret prayer to the one 
who prays is found, first, in the way 
that it solemnizes the mind, for God 
is the source of all solemn thoughts 
and emotions which come to His crea- 
tures. And solemn thoughts and emo- 
tions are two of the greatest instru- 
ments that He has in turning men 
from evil to good. Everything in His 
character, everything in our character 
and circumstances, everything in our 
relationship to Him, and the situation 
fn which we are placed, the end or 
purpose for which we have entered 
our closets, the duty which we are per- 
forming, the retirement from the 
world, the consciousness that we are 
in the presence of Almighty God, and 
that His eye is on our hearts as well 
as His ear being open to our cry, all 
these conspire to drive away every 
trifling thought and to banish every 
improper emotion. I could not imagine 
aman going into a secret chamber for 
the sole purpose of meeting and com- 
muning with God, with his mind filled 
with trashy thoughts; I could imagine 
him discarding foolishness; I could 
see him breaking away from fleshly 
emotions. Neither would I think of a 
soul gving into their closet with a 
Jezebel front, and a peacock back to 


strut and parade before the One who 
said, “Pride do I hate.” But when you 


see a soul constantly going into aecret | 





prayer, you will see one whose 
thoughts are solemn, and his spirit 
meek, for he or she has business, and 
business of importance; they have 
concerns that could not be attended to 
in any other than a solemn state of 
mind and in a lamb-like spirit. 

We cannot see our problems as they 
are; we cannot feel them as they are; 
we cannot attend nor provide for them 
as they demand, in any other than a 
solemn mind and a meek spirit, so 
secret prayer being the instrument 
which solemnizes our thoughts and 
harnesses our spirits, we are bound to 
acknowledge its importance and to 
confess its blessing and _ usefulness. 
The forgiveness of sin, the restoration 
of holiness, the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, has not and never will be re- 
ceived by those whose minds float in 
an atmosphere of folly while the 
preacher preaches, and then plays 
hooky while the altar call is being 
made. The escape from eternal ruin is 
of little or no concern to him. His 
soul is given over to levity, and his 
soul’s salvation, which should be his 
chief concern, treats with indiffer- 
ence and many times with contempt. 
No wonder our Master started His 
ministry by commanding men to 
“ENTER INTO THY CLOSET, AND 
WHEN THOU HAST SHUT THY 
DOOR, PRAY TO THY FATHER.” tts 
usefulness you may know and its 
blessing you may experience in a sol- 
emnized mind and the taming of 
your spirit. 

Second, secret prayer is useful and 
blessed to the one who prays, as it en- 
lightens the conscience. Conscience is 
the judgment of the mind and soul 
concerning one’s moral being, whether 
it be an inward condition or outward 
conduct, for by this judgment we are 
directed in every case of a moral na- 
ture, therefore it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the conscience should 
be enlightened to the highest degree. 
We find many people who seem to be 
very conscientious and yet we know 
that they are wrong, their conscience 
has been trained in the carnal school 
of feeling, personal liberty, fleshly 
emotions, individual rights, ete. With 
the wrong training of conscience we 
look for faulty judgment, and with 
faulty judgment we may expect im- 
proper practices and disorderly con- 
duct. Then there are those whose con- 
science has been enlightened, and with 
a just and healthy conscience we ‘re 
not only directed but prompted and 
persuaded to act right. When a con- 
science is dull or lifeless (meaning 
unenlightened or in ignorance) people 
may not willing act at all or they may 
act in direct violation of what God 
would be pleased with. Remember 
Paul was conscientious when he was 
taking part in the stoning of Steph- 
en.) In either case their conduct is 
sinful. The seared conscience does not 
denote incapacity for judging, but 
means that you are insensible to the 
importance of moral good and evil. 
hence the plain necessity for having 


our conscience quickened or made 
alive to our duty. 
Among the means placed in our 


power for the purging, quickening and 
enlightening of our conscience is the 
Word, the blood of Jesus, and secret 
prayer, and while I have no intention 
of minifying the Word or the blood in 
this discourse, I would have you to 
know that the medium through which 
you gain knowledge of the Word is 
prayer, and the only way that you will 
ever come under the influence and 
obtain the benefit of the blood, is to 
start in Matt. 6:6. I would not say that 
prayer is superior to the Word or the 
blood, but I would have you to know 
that the Word says that “Ye have not 
because ye ask not.” James 4:2. And 
as you may already know, the shed- 
ding of blood was always in connec- 
tion with prayer, and it was SECRET 
prayer that carried the High Priest 
into the presence of God. Should he 
have gone in without blood he would 
have been in danger, and should ne 
have gone in with blood and no inter- 
cession, God would have no doubt 
frowned upon his dumbness. 

When we kneel in our closet, seclud- 
ed from the world and withdrawn 
from every eye but God’s, asking the 
attention of no ear but His, knowing 
that He has promised to meet us there, 
we feel an awe, inspired by a clear 
view of His character, feeling His pres- 
ence, hearing His voice, and thinking

TWO KIND OF SHOUTERS 

There are two kinds of shouting 
Christians—THE FULL CUP CHRIS- 
TIAN and THE TURN OVER’ CUP 
CHRISTIAN. In Psalm 23 David said, 
“MY CUP RUNNETH OVER.” We 
think of a running over cup as setting 
upright and full to the brim, and ey- 
ery drop that falls on it causes it to 
run over. David’s cup was full as the 
ark was being brought up from Obe- 
dedom’s house unto the _ tabernacle 
that he had prepared for it. And as the 
ark entered the city such floods of joy 
rolled and boiled in his cup that the 
high current of power immediately set 
him to leaping and dancing before the 
Lord with all his might. Leaping and 
dancing denotes extreme joy and vic- 
tory. 

A full cup Christian can shout in the 
Sunday night service, and when he 
ceases his cup is still full and is apt 
to overflow most any time during the 
following week, not every time with 
a shout of extreme joy but frequently 
with good works. You have probably 
wondered why some _ people could 
never attend church only on Sunday 
night when the crowd was large; and 
almost shout the walls down and never 
do anything else. This class is one of 
the TURN OVER CUP CHRISTIANS. 
Their experience is so low that it is 
impossible for it to run over, there- 
fore they turn their cup over and spill 
all they have. On Monday morning 
they get up empty and remain so all 
the week, insomuch that they are un- 
able to bless the other fellow or do 
very many works of righteousness. It 
is about all they can do to get enouzh 
in their cup to spill the following Sun- 
day night. 

HEARD IT A THOUSAND TIMES 

“Pray for me that I may do more 
for the Lord.” What is the use as long 
as you are making no effort? You ean- 
not pray any one into heaven. It takes 
FAITH and WORKS to save a man. 
Some are trying to make it thru on 
WORKS because they have no faith. 
But it looks like many holiness people 
during these hard times are trying the 
FAITH route, I suppose because they 
figure it is the cheapest. 

“Pray for me that I may see the 
light and be able to pay tithes.” No 
need. Read your Bible and if it says, 
“Bring all your tithes into the store- 
house,” you have the light and there 
is no need to look or pray for more 
light. From what other source do you 
think light would come? Now you 
have the light, and as for you being 
able to pay your tithes, if you are aot 
able to walk up to your church clerk 
and hand him one dollar out of every 
ten you make, you are a weak member 
and can see your picture in James’ 
looking glass—“To him that knoweth 
to do good and doeth it not, to him it 
is sin.” 

THE FEEBLE CHURCH 
MEMBER 

In 1 Cor. 12:22 Paul said that the 
most feeble members are necessary, 
but I have thought that it is good they 
all are not as feeble as some I have 
known or we would have to turn the 
Church into a hospital or nursery. 
Physically speaking, there are many 
kinds of diseases and wounds that 
cause feebleness and often make one 
childish and dependant on others. 

Spiritually speaking, prematurity, 
wounds and various spiritual diseases 
cause Christian feebleness. Referring 
to the human body, when a member 
such as the hand becomes feeble be- 
cause of disease or a wound, it is of- 
ten nursed and carried in a swing and 
great care is taken that it is not hurt 
by any moving object. Speaking of in- 
dividual church members, I have seen 
some who I thought took delight in be- 
ing one of those “feeble members” 
whereby they may demand the atten- 
tion and sympathy of the entire 
church. As a blind man once said to 
me, “If I could see I would have to 
work, but being blind people will help

me.” Feeble church members are not 
so hard to handle as long as’ they are 


not sore, but usually the disease that 
causes the feebleness keeps them sore 
and every time you touch them they 
hollo, especially if you touch them 
about their pocketbook. Paul said the 
most feeble members are necessary, I 
suppose because there are so many of 
them. But being necessary does not 
mean that they are very beneficial, 
especially those who have to be petted, 
nursed and swung up around the neck 
of the Church. 
BUT, BUT, BUT 

In the Bible Christians are repre- 
sented as sheep, and sinners as goats. 
Sheep art not of a nature to BUTT, 
although now and then you will see 
among the flook a BUTTING ram, ind 
sometimes we are made to wonder if 
it is possible for Christians not to 
have had all the old BUTTING goat 
nature taken out of them. We so often 
hear the statement, “We like our pas- 
tor, BUT;” “Our deacons are good, 
BUT;” “Oh, yes, she may be a good 
woman, BUT;” “I would have been at 
church, BUT;” “I believe in caring 
for the orphans, and supporting mis- 
sions, BUT;” “I would pay tithes, 
BUT.” In every good thing they find 
fault and in every good life they see 
evil. In every good work they find ob- 
jections, especially if it takes very 
much money or work to put it over. 
We hope you BUTTING professors to 
be Christians, BUT there is too much 
BUT. We hope you will get to heaven, 
BUT there will be no place for you to 
BUTT up there. 

BUT LITTLE MILK aND WOOL 

“Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock over which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of God,” Acts 
20:28. Jesus said unto peter, “Feed 
my lambs.” And again He said, “Feed 
my sheep.” A pastor or an overseer is 
to feed and care for the flock, bnt 
should take heed and be very consider- 
ate how he does it. Most all flocks 
have both sheep and lambs among 
them, therefore it takes a variety of 
food with much regularity to get the 
best out of them. 

For the weak ones, or babes in 
Christ, it takes milk, as Paul said to 
the Corinthians, “I have fed you with 
milk, and not with meat, for hitherto 
ye were not able to bear it.” The old 
or strong ones need a certain amount 
of meat, but not fat meat and it half 
cooked all the time. That would ruin 
the health of the best. 

A shepherd who takes no heed or 
care of how he feeds his flock will 
have mueh sickness and weakness 
among them. The old ones will get 
weak and lean on babies’ food, and 
babies will finally die when they are 
fed nothing but strong meat. A pastor 
who never thinks of nor considers the 
welfare of his flock only at milking 
time or shearing day, very seldom 
gets very much milk or wool. 

YOUR TROUBLE LOCATED 

“Pray for me that I may be able to 
trust the Lord.” In such a statement 
there is expressed a doubt of the 
Lord’s trustworthiness. Every one 
should be able to trust such a One 
who has never failed in a single prom- 
ise, nor even become slack in them. 
I think I have your trouble located. It 
is not a matter of you trusting Him, 
but rather you have not reached the 
place where the Lord can trust you. 

FAITH AND UNBELIEF MIXED 

When Jesus had cast the devil out 
of the lunatic whom His disciples had 
failed on, they asked Him why they 
could not cast him out. Jesus did not 
say, For the lack of faith, but rather, 
“Because of your unbelief, for verily, 
I say unto you, if ye have faith as a 
grain of mustard seed, ye shall say 
unto this mountain, Remove hence to 
yonder place, and it shall move, and 
nothing shall be impossible unto you,” 
Matt. 17:20. I am told that a mustard 
seed will not mix with any other seed. 
Plant it among any other plant and it 
is still mustard. If the disciples’ faith 
had been like mustard seed, not mix- 
able with unbelief or doubts, they 
could have cast out the devil, if they 
had been up with their praying and 
fasting. Most any of us has sufficient 
faith to perform wonders if we could 
manage to get rid of unbelief and 
doubts. We know that God can and 
we know that He will when asked in 
faith, doubting nothing, but our trou- 
ble is, as we reach the faith unbelief 





and doubts arise. 
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Change and decay can be seen all 
around us,.se we need Him that 
changeth not to abide with and keep 
us.

“How much owest thou 
unto my Lord?” 





This is a text that has been present- 
ed to mind since I am_ greatly con- 
cerned and burdened about the finan- 
cial affairs of the Church of God. I 
feel impressed to write a few lines to 
the saints, regarding this. Just how 
much we OWE to our Lord, it may be 
hard for us to answer correctly, and 
fully, but God in His goodness and 
mercy, who sent His Son to be a light 
unto us Gentiles, Luke 2:32, tells us, 
through His little prophet, Malachi, 
some of the special things we owe our 
Lord.
